Interesting ReminiscencesYot Ben 
Butler’s Reign in New Orleans 
Religion, Business and 
Gambling Kellogg ane 
’ His Men. 


From the New Orleans Hera‘d.) 
As soon 4s or ell got te — . —

inn acts * the issuance of a 
proclamation that “all churches, theatres, 
gambling and all other places of 
public amusements, should be opened and the 
ple be encouraged to attend the same.’ 
These were, we believe, the exact words of 
his 


fane order. 

e first house opened under this order 
was the EI Dorado, at the corner of Ex- 
change place, the principal capitalist and 
chief manager of which wWwas A. J. Butler, 


| the brother of Gen. Butler, and the sutler of 
the army, with large exclusive privileges, 


which enabled him to monopolize the com- 
merce of this city—all of its purveying and 
its carrying. Associated with Butler in this 
enterprise was the present most prominent 
counsellor and largest stipendiary and most 
efficient manager of Kellogg. 

This house was opened with great splen- 
dor. In the midst of the commercial poverty 
and destitution of the people, its frequenters 
were regaled with every luxury which money 
could command. Its. rooms were crowded 
every night with the officers of the army and 
the government, the contractors, jobbers, and 
the numerous and mongrel horde of follow- 
ers of a am army. oe oe citizens new 
to go to buy passes and make arrangemen 
for pending relief to their friends in the 
country. 

BUSINESS AND GAMBLING. 

After transacting this business the parties 
could lounge into the gambling rooms and 
engage in a little game of faro, roulette, or 
rouge et noir. Nothing could be done in the 
—— transactions with Butler except 
in this gambling establishment. Even the 
most sober, pious persons having any busi- 
ness with him had to tepair to this hell to 
hold their interviews with the brother and 
partner of the General. 

Thus was open gambling not only legal- 
ized in this city by order cf the United 
States General commanding, but it was 
given special encouragement and advantages 
over all other eccupations. Col. - J. — or 
was regarded as the partner and agent o 
his brother, to whom he obligated all his 
powers, enforcing all his demands with the 

power to the point of — 
and confiscating the property of all persons 
who would not yield to A. J.’s requirements. 

People were compelled to sell or transfer 
property to him under threat of imprison- 
ment with ball and chain. The banks were 
notified that if they refused A. J.’s overdrafts 
they would be prosecuted for some old of- 
fenses. Arrests and charges were heldjin 
suspense over the heads of all persons who 
hesitated to accept the offers or comply with 
the demands of Butler. All these villainies 
were hatched and arranged in the El Dorado 
gambling house. 


KENO, FARO AND ROULETTE. 


The system thus initiated in New Orleans 
by a Federal General, at the head of an ermy 
representing the morality and piety of New 
England, has been maintained ever since by 
the Radical party. As soon as they got into 
power in the State Government, they passed 
an act placing public gambling on the same 
footing as all other occunations. 

Under this law, scores of keno, faro and 
roulette establishments were Opened on our 
principal thoroughfares. They were crowded 
all the day and night by the dissolute, idle 
and unwary of our population. The din of 
these perpetual games silenced even that of 
legitimate commerce, and the scenes of 
rowdyism which surrounded their shops vir- 
tually blocked some of our most important 
thoroughfares to the passage of all decent 
citizens. A blight was cast upon every lo- 
cality where they were opened. 

It was in vain that our people manifested 
their disgust at this shameful spectacle. 
What cared these heartless speculators and 
plunderers for these pestilent rebels?” It 
was only when some of their own party 
came to this city and witnessed these scenes— 
when some of their members of Congress 
on a visit here were the victims of the wiles 
and tricks of these public gamblers—that a 
sentiment was created which finally, com- 
pelled them to repeal the law authorizing 
public and licensed gambling. 


A NEW LEASE FOR GAMBLERS. 


For some time after this the gamblers 
were restrained and driven into corners, back 
rooms, and third and fourth stories, And 80 
they contrived to remain invisible under the 

rotection of a subsidized police until Kel- 
— was installed. Since that baneful event 
they have again emerged into public, and 
now by his special favor and under his pro- 
tection have revived thesystem which exist- 
ed here under the previous law licensing 
gambling shops, with this advantage, howev- 
er, to those who now Carry on the business, 
that they pay no license therefor. They are, 
however, protected by Kellogg and his Met- 
ropolitan Commissioners, as other citizens 
are not protected in their proper and lawful 
occupations.
